Bishop Butler once raised the sin- 
gular question whether a nation could 
lo mad. Beeeut returns of drunken- 
ness in the United Kingdom would 
seem to place it within the field of 
speculation that a nation may become 
inebriate. Those returns show an 
alarming increase of intemperance. In 
London, Liverpool, Birmingham, Man- 
Chester, Glasgow, Dublin-the great, 
centres of civilization, commerce and 
manufacture— it is seen that the drink- 
mania largely adds to its victims 
every year; and the public mind is 
agitated with propositions for lessen- 
ing the evil. In the several treatises 
on the subject of dipsomania that have 
come under our notice lately, the 
writers havo all expressed the belief 
that any measures devised for 
the purpose of entirely sup- 
pressing the traffic must fail 
of their object in the present 
state of public opinion; but all are in 
accord that it may be kept within 
bounds so narrow that its power fox- 
evil ahail bo minified. Canada as well 
as the old country is suffering from 
the ill effects of overdrinking, and 
public men have been at their wits' 
end to discover means for lessening 
the terrible evil. The Ontario House, 
at thoir recent session, were strongly 
urged to pass a law prohibiting the 
sale and manufacture of liquor; but 
they passed instead an Aot to restrict 
the traffic. Prior to the passage of this 
Act there was in the largo cities a 
dram-shop to about every 2»0 inhabit- 
ants. Under the new law a license is 
grautod to about every 800 of the 
population. The licensing power is 
vfiBtedm commissioners appointed by the 
Government, whocauaot increase the pro- 
portion named in the law. The Aot is 
experimental, and the results of its work- 
ing is locked for with anxiety. In Vic- 
tari t there is ut the present moment a 
liquor license for every 80 persons, adult 
at,d minor. " Seotlind,' says a late 
writer, "is drinking herself to death." Is 
Victoria about to drown Lerself in strong 
drink? The facility for securing 
liqu >r licenses during the pa^t two years 
has greatly increased the number of 
driukiug saloons in this city, to the sori- 
oub injury of persons already engaged in 
the business, and has doubtless had the 
effect i>f increasing drunkenness. The 
Legislature, during the Beaeion just 
brought to a clo-m, wisely placed the 
licensing power in the hands of commis- 
niouera, consisting of the Mayor, the i'o- 
lico Magistiate ami at least one Justice of 
the P. ac. The intending applicant is 
alsu required to advertise his intention iD 
a public newspaper, so that persons who 
may »i^h to objeot to the giauting 
of the license shall havo an. opportunity 
given them of doing so. We are 
strongly opposed to un increase in t}io 
number of licences. There are too many 
already. Certainly it would be unjust to 
deprive auv of the existing holders of 
liceubes of the privilege without cause. 
Hut as rapidly as licences lapse by the 
death, failure or mi.-conduct of the hold- 
ers, they hhnulil not be granted to other*; 
Tuis " extinguishing" process should be 
continued until the proportion of taverus 
to the population stiull have been greatly 
les-ened. The indiscriminate granting of 
licence* to all applicants is pernicious- 
being injurious to the established dealer, 
whost- business is auvcted by it, anu to 
tho citizen, whose temptation to drink iB 
largely increased.

On her return sho was forced 
to land on tho east coast of Ireland to 
procure provisions, which had fallen 
short. It happened that sho landed 
at Howth, and, walking up to the cas- 
tle, made known her wants. The ser- 
vants refused to comply with hor 
wishes at onco, telling her she must 
wait as the family were at dinner. In- 
dignant at such treatment, she return- 
ed to the shore to re-embark. There 
pho Baw a iittlo boy, tho son of tho 
lord of tho castle, playing. As soon 
as she was told who he was, she or- 
dered him to be seized and carried on 
board her vessel. Taking the boy 
■with hor, sho sailed to hor homo in 
tho west. Hero tho young princo was 
kept a priRonor for some time, but 
finally Graco yielded to tho petition of 
tho father and released him, on con- 
dition that ever after the door should 
stand open during dinner to welcomo 
all comers. 



rested by a passage in which tue bnl 
litint historian contrasts the relativo 
advantages of a political and a literary 
career. Ho spoke as one who was in- 
timately acquainted with both. A 
member of the House of Commons, af- 
ter being a dashing essayist, admittod 
to the Government first of a great do- 
pondency and afterwards of those is- 
lands, when he was already known to 
tho whole world as a zealous student 
and an erudite denizen of well stocked 
libraries, Macaulay was oompetent in 
a sense and to an extent that could be 
predicated of few men to pronounce as 
umpire between tho rival claims of two 
famous and popular pursuits. Ho does 
not hesitate for a moment. Ho declares 
roundly that a man must bo mad who, 
fitted by nature to play a distinguished 
part whether in tho domain of lotters 
or in the arena of politics, and to exool 
as strikingly in the one sphere as in 
the other, deliberately prefers the 
Senate House to tho study, tho cheers 
of St. Stephen's to the silent satisfac- 
tion of his own sanctum. No ono etui 
allege that hero is a case of Hour 
grapes. Macaulav hadVotnething more 
than tasted of tho " tempting fruit 
which success in politics dnugles be- 
fore the eyes of young ambition; and 
though bo did not go so far aB to pro- 
nounce them apples nf the Dead Sen 
or utterly nauseous to the taste, yet 
he stigmatized the man who selected 
them in preference to tho more mod- 
est, but more enduring and less acrid 
fruits of literary triumph as a lunatic. 
His argument is wry simple. On the 
one side, ho says, are health, leisure, 
and friends; on tho other, hurry, wor- 
ry, unerasing labor, injury to tho con- 
stitution, suspicions, and the constant 
interruption of friendly ties. No 
friendship, he goes so far as to say, is 
perfectly safe onco n man has embark- 
ed on tho treacherous sea of politics. 

We will not undertake to decide 
whether this last gloomy assertion- he 
not somewhat tinged with exaggera- 
tion; but we entertain little doubt that 
everyone equal to delivering a verdict 
upou the question Macaulay settled in 
his usual trenchant and sweeping 
fashion would in tho main agreo with 
his conclusion. * * * There is|uo 
necessity to push a sound distinction 
too far. There are many men who 
would makevory respectable members 
of Parliament who would bo sorry 
writers; and politics aro a proper ami 
honorable pursuit for tho bulk of' com- 
petent men who take to them. The 
question Macaulay disposed of so sum- 
marily arises only in the case of per- 
sons who are equal to either fortune; 
pbrsons upon whom u benignant gen- 
ius has lavished gifts of a very opposite 
kind, and who might defend a measure 
of Imperial concern or writo an eu- 
during work with equal brilliancy. 
Macaulay wasthinking of the happiness 
of the individual who could follow 
either. line, and of tho wisdom ha ex- 
hibited in selecting between the in. 
* * * The politic-bin looks for 
success, and requires to see that ho 
has succeeded in the tell talo eyes of 
others. The man of letters cannot 
fail if be believes in the dignity of his 
vocation and the conscientiousness of 
his labouts. We are not insensible to 
tho fact that miserable jealousies do 
ever and anon disfigure what should 
bo the tranquil atmosphere of literary 
life; but against these exceptional 
flaws we must set off the general un- 
friendly character of political life) 
Men of letters may sometimes hate 
each other — more's the pity. But then 
they not unoften love each other una 
admire each other with unflagging 
loyalty. But politicians, when ttiey 
do not view each other with repug- 
nance, feel for each other an arid and 
languid indifference. Politics are cer- 
tainly not favorable to magnanimous 
friendships. The friendship of Burke 
and Fox is memorable; but so, alas! 
is its dismal and dramatic termination. 
Tho man of letters can live his own 
life, and for the most part may spend 
it where he will. Tho delights of rii 
ral existence are all open to him; and 
at tho same time ho is free to cull 
whatever pleasure and instruction cit- 
ies sometimes afford. Macaulay knew; 
and a man of a very different temper- 
ament, Bui wer-Lytton, was an equal lv 
good judge of this same question. His 
decision, whethor by precept or prac- 
tice, was given in the same sense.

However, wo are inclined to look 
upon it as an augury that t he June fresh- 
et will bo lighter, and we will be thereby 
relieved of a visitation from hordes of 
hungry mosquitoes." 

Police Court, Esquimau. 

(Eof iroMr. Fisher, J. P.) 
John Chastius, alias Potato John, was 
yestorday sentenced by Mr. Fisher, J. P., 
to pay a fino of §20 or be imprisoned for 
one mouth for being a rogue and a vaga- 
bond. The facts of tho case are these: 
On Thursday morning last ho was found 
on tha Esquimalt road, by tho police, in 
company with another man, who was ut 
the time unknown. Both men refused to 
give a satisfactory account of themselves, 
and there was reasonable cause to sup 
pose that they were wandering abroad for 
the purpose of committing a felony. "Po- 
tato John" has been imprisoned in Victoria 
gaol on several occasions for various of- 
fences and ho is a man having no visible 
profe8»ion or calling to maintain himself 
by, but does for tho most part support 
iimself by "gaming and crime." 

" Et tu Brute?" — -The N. W, Herald, 
in. one article, undertakes a defence of 
the liieut.-Governor, and in another de- 
nounces home-grown governors in the

Editor Colonist: — It is tho heart of 
the Province; the most magnificent 
valley on tho Pacific coast. Ascend to 
the top of any hill near Hope in tho 
month of April, and you soo a glorious 
landscape bounded by snowcapped 
mountains. Your mind iills with ideas 
of afuiuro scone, matchless for wealth 
and beauty. At present tho glorious 
valley is a wildorness, almost unknown; 
but it may bo described. It is a hun- 
dred miles long, and narrow at tho 
upper end, noar Yale; it widens as you 
descend the Fraser; and below Hope 
it displays all its glory. It contains 
about two thousand square miles of 
alluvial soil^deposited by tho Fraser 
in that wide valley that was a sea, and 
is a forest and ti marsh. Drainago and 
cultivation would make it a vast gar- 
den. A fow sottlers havo picked up 
good farms here and there in high 
places and a fow good prairies are un- 
occupied; but until we mako a new cut 
sufficiently wide and deep to take half 
tho water of the uppor Fraser and 
Thompson rivors to the sea through 
that part of the valloy which lies be- 
tween tho lowor Fraser and the Ameri- 
can lino tho wealth of tho valley will 
remain locked in the arms of nature. 
The lower end of the great artery, fill- 
ed by tho waters of Pitt and Harrison 
rivors and their tributaries, affords no 
room for the mighty Hoods which como 
tumbling from tho upper country in 
Juno. Tho result is a back-water 
which inundates the Sumass and the 
richest part of tho district. Fifty 
milos from New Westminster on tho 
loft bank of tho river there is a farm- 
house perched safely on a rock beside 
tho boiling river, which appears at that 
point in Juno every year vainly trying 
in its rage to mako a cut and do tho 
work which some local minister may 
ouo day accomplish. In this noblo 
valley we shall see tho first sure sign 
of Provincial progress. There is no 
other field in tho Province so lit for a 
display of tho genius that proves a man 
fit to bo a minister, a director of »a- 
tional wealth. 

What would bo tho cost of a canal 
fifty miles long, wide and deep enough 
to take half tho waters of tho upper 
Fraser and Thompson rivers to tho 
son ? This may appear to bo a useless 
question, but it is not; it is just such a 
question as a wise minister would ask 
himself. And thero aro other ques- 
tions equally important: Would it 
pay? Could we borrow the money 
required for tho execution of such a 
work 'I English companies aro 
now invosting millions in the 
purchase and reclamation of lauds by 
tho magnificent Bay of San Francisco: 
a safe speculation, no doubt, in such 
a climate, close to a great market; but 
the natural wealth of our glorious 
valloy is not to bo despised and may 
attract tho attention it deserves. If 
be money wasted on that useless road 
y the Frasor had been expended in 

aking a milo of the new canal, it 
'would be a noblo record of the late 
Administration. They loft us noth- 
ing! And now that I take a moment's 
time to look back at tho histoiy of this 
Province I cannot help asking myself 
— If wo had never olectod a representa- 
tive would our position be worse than 
it is? Incompetent administration and 
universal suffrage appoar to bo the two 
great evils of tlio present, age. But 
this a slight degression. Can wo drain 
the glorious valloy? Can we mako the 
cattle trail from Howe Sound to Lil- 
looet? It is a sign of extreme folly to 
soo a people, ruined by incompetent 
legislators, buying beef in a foreign 
market and their own beef, tho best in 
tho world, locked up on tho Mainland! 
Every joint of bad beef I nee in town 
reminds mo of that terrible road that 
begins nowhere and ends nowhere. 
I wonder they did not attempt to make 
a road to the moon. We can adjourn 
the drainage, but the road to the fields 
where our beef is going to waste can- 
not be complotod a day too soon.

Mr. Roscoq said the hon. member 
for Yale had called tho attention of tho 
Committee to tho fact that two years 
ago he had moved a resolution, asked 
"\aser Ivivor 



for a fresh, survey of tho 
route, and that tho Govomment had 
accepted that resolution, But ho had 
not statod that it was agreed to reluc- 
tantly, and it had established tho fact 
that "they could not build tho railway 
thqre without onormous expense. Ho 
did not oppose tho resolution at that 
timo, and would havo supported it, 
but now tho hon. gentleman, after an 
iutorval of two years, caino forward 
again aud asked for furthor surveys of 
the Fraser River route, he would havo 
to oppose it. Ho would no doubt be 
told by tho hon. gentleman that ho 
was actuated by ft selfish fooling for 
his own constituents; but it was not 
for tho interests of his own constitu- 
ents., but for thoso of tho people of 
British Columbia that ho opposed it, 
as ho considered such a survey would 
bo a useless expenditure of monoy and 
a furthor loss of time. Tho hon. gen- 
tleman being a civil engineer had an 
advantage over him in discussing this 
question, but he had not yet met with 
an engineor connected with tho Paci- 
fic survey or othorwiso, who had not 
very strong o2>iuions that the railway 
could not be constructed down the 
Frasor river without enormous ex- 
penso. If tho Govornmont accepted 
the hon. gentleman's proposal they 
would be opon to the charge of wast- 
ing timo and monoy in British Colum- 
bia; that they had no bona lide inten- 
tion of locating the lino and proceed- 
ing with the work, and that they wore 
glad to lay hold of any excuse for do- 
lay. If thoy consentod to have an- 
other survey of the Frasor liivor routo, 
it would bo an excuse for fresh sur- 
veys of other routes— the Howe Sound 
route, for instance— being demanded, 
and he did not sea how the Ministry, 
if thoy were going to consider tho 
Frasor River routo, could refuse a re- 
consideration of the others also. He 
did not beliovo that any survey would 
bo satisfactory to the hon. member for 
Yale-Kootonay district or his constitu- 
ents, that did not locate the railway 
down tho Frasor River. 

Tho hon. gontleman had made an- 
other proposal to the Government, 
howover, whiah ho would support. 
The Government had located a part of 
the line in British Columbia on which 
they could commence operations this 
year. Now, by the Railroad Act of 
1874 the Government could not except 
contracts without their being laid be- 
fore Parliament; but if the Govern- 
ment came down and asked tho House 
to pass a resolution allowing them to 
spend §1,000,000 in actual construc- 
tion this year he did not soo how the 
House could refuse. Nothing would 
go so far to allay irritation which ex- 
isted in British Columbia as the actual 
commencement of the work in that 
Province. Ho was pleased to hear 
that tho Government had actually lo- 
cated tho line and had abandoned the 
more northerly route. In speaking of 
the reports of Professor Selwyn ho 
said such reports could not be satis- 
factory unless they were made by men 
who wero engineers by profession. As 
an example of'this, Mr. Selwyn had 
reported that the road could be made 
along a valley. It wns found by a 
subsequent survey that the routo ho 
recommended would have to cross 
perpendicular glaciers and rocks 1 ,000 
feet high. 

Hon. Mr. Mackenzie — What vallev 
is that ? 

Mr. Roscoo said ho did not remem- 
ber; all he could say was that ho had 
received information to that effect. It 
was also proved that the routo ho had 
proposed wovld havo to bo divortod in 
ono place 2t miles in order to cross a 
gorge. Ho did not think that, with 
tho exception of tho surveys made on 
Vancouver Island by Mr. Richardson, 
the geological surveys of British Col- 
umbia had boon carried on efficiently. 
British Columbia had enormous miner- 
al wealth. Several valuable silver 
mines had been discovered in the 
country, and he suggested that Mr. 
Solwyn's services should be utilized in 
making a goologioal survey of British 
Columbia instead of being sont to find 
a routo for tho Pacific Railroad. If 
Mr. Selwyn was sont out to find a 
routo for tho Pacific Railroad ho could 
only suggest that Mr. Marcus Smith, 
tho able and elficiont engineor of the 
railroad in British Columbia, should 
bo Bent out to mako a geological re- 
port. Ho was suro that Mr. Smith's 
geologioal report would be worth more 
than Mr. Solwyn's report of tho rail- 
road routo. 

Hon. Mr. Maokonzio said ho thought 
his hon. frioud was unjust to Mr. Sel- 
wyn. That goutlomnu had never mado 
any report about tho location of the 
liuo, nor was ho ever asked to do it. 
Thoy simply made uso of his opinion 
regarding tho topography of tho coun- 
try. Ho took a great many photogra- 
phs of particular places, and tho Gov- 
ernment was desirouB of obtaining a 
knowledge of tho charactor of the 
rooks and other deposits gonorally on 
tho routo from Fort Goorgo to Mo- 
Lood Lake, and along east Pino and 
.Smoky Rivors. Their information 
with regard to those localities was 
very inclofinito. Their instructions 
related only to tho topographical ob- 
servations Mr. Solwyn might make, 
and woro not about tho construction of 
a railway. 

Mr. Roscoo said bo understood tho 
hon. gentlemon to state that tho Gov- 
ornmont had sont out Mr, Solwyn to 
mako a survey with tho objoot of lo- 
ooting tho lino. Wo had hoard from 
tho Minister of Public Works tho satis- 



factory statemont that the lino was lo- 
cated from tho Yollowhend Pass to 
Fort George, and it , only, remained to 
decide between Buto Inletand Deane's 
Channel. Ho had littlo to say about 
the choice between those routes, be- 
cause he had always admitted that 
this would havo to be dooided by tho 
onginoor's roport. Ho would .however, 
point out to tho hon. gentleman one 
important consideration, that is, it 
was not known for cortain whether 
Doane's Channol did not got frozon up 
during some winters. An expedition 
had boon sont there this winter to as- 
certain this, but this winter in British 
Columbia had been an exceptionally 
mild one, aud nothing, therefore, 
could be satisfactorily ascertained on 
this point. Deane's Channol is con- 
siderably north of Buto Inlet and if 
tho map bo referred to, it would be 
seen that the isothermal lino which 
passes tho head of Buto Inlet goes 
west, whilo the isothormal lino passing 
tho head of Deano's Channol runs 
north to Alaska, The Government 
will havo committed a great blunder 
if thoy fixed tho terminus of the rail- 
road at a place liablo to be obstructed 
by ice some winters. 

The hon. member for Yalo had re- 
ferred to the statement made by him 
(Mr. Roscoo), that Mr. Trutch had 
told him ho had never in any way 
agreed to the resolution about not 
building the railroad if the rato of tax- 
ation was to be inerensed.Rnd the hon. 
gentleman had statod that ho was on 
more intimate terms with Mr. Trutch 
and was more likely to know tho facts. 
Now, ho was not prepared to discuss 
on tho floor of the Houso this quostion, 
but ho could simply repeat ..what he 
had statod before, that Mr. Trivtoh had 
distinctly contradicted tho statemont 
that ho had agreed to this resolution. 
Mr. Trutch had certainly at tho dinner 
referred to made somo remarks about 
British Columbia not wishing Canada 
to incur a hopeless load of taxation to 
build the railroad.and about not taking 
the ten years as a cost-iron obligation, 
in which remark every sensible man 
in British Columbia would agreo. 
With regard to remarks of the hon. 
gentleman in relation to the first ap- 
peal ho agreed, but with regard to the 
second appeal he could not say the 
same. 

With regard to the second appeal 
the caHeia this: — The Govornmont had 
accepted Lord Carnarvon's arbitration, 
and had agreed to do certain things, 
among others to build the railroad 
from Esquimalt to Nanaimo. Thoy 
now said that in consequence of the 
Senate throwing out the Bill, they were 
unable to build it,and'offered a money 
compensation. Instead the Govern- 
ment of British Columbia had adopted 
the reasonable course of referring tho 
matter back to Lord Carnarvon and 
leaving it to him to say what he con- 
sidered the Dominion Government 
ought to do under tho circumstances, 
and ho hoped that when tho answer 
came back it would be treated by the 
Government and even by tho Hon. the 
Minister of Justice with the respect 
and consideration it deserved. Tho 
Hon. the Premier in Scotland, and 
since ho returned, had mado several 
spoeches containing strong expressions 
of loyalty, and in favour of tho contin- 
ued connection of Canada with tho 
mother country. Ho hoped that hon. 
gentleman would not belie these ox 
pressions by-to uso an eastern expres- 
sion — making the Secretary for the 
Colonies "eat dirt." 

With rognrd to tho offer of §750,000 
to tho Province: it had boon said that 
the money if distributed would be 
a large amount por head. Now, ho 
thought as that money was to bo ex- 
pended on Public Works.that the size 
of tho Province should be taken into 
consideration. 

It was said in the Minute of Council 
that if a- sum in proportion was given 
to Ontario it would amount to an im- 
mense sum. But ho (Mr. Roscoe) 
said it would be just as fair to take 
tho sizo of tho Province into consider- 
ation and exclude tho population. If 
this were done, considering that British 
Columbia was at least twice as large as 
Ontario, §750,000 would only bo equi- 
valent to $275,000 boing given to On- 
tario. 

In British Columbia tho sources of 
industry woro so widely distributed 
that roads had to bo mado for iminonso 
distances. Thoro were gold .minos 
800 milos from the sea, and away at 
tho extreme north of the Province, 
and thoroforo tho expenditure on pub- 
lic works was vory largo in proportion 
to tho population. Then, again, there 
was a balance sheet at tho end of tho 
Union. Figuros could be mado to 
prove anything. He objected to that 
balance shoot as a specious aud unfair 
statomont. Thero wero many con- 
siderations which could not be actual- 
ly put into figures. Tho hon, membor 
for Middlesex had remarked this rail- 
way was to bo built as a matter of son- 
timont. That was a mistake. No un- 
dertaking could bo more paying. Tho 
fact that tho emigration from Furopo 
had diminished of lato did not touch 
this question at all. Ono reason for 
tho diminution was this — in codso- 
quonon of tho war in the States, pro- 
tection and other causes, living was so 
doar in the neighboring country, that 
emigrants (especially artizans) found 
thoy could do bettor in England. But 
how did it happen thoro was such a 
constant emigration from Canada to 
the States. A manufacturer at Boston 
had informed him that all tho men in 
his establishment woro Canadians, and 
largo numbers of our pooplo woro em- 
ployed in other factories in tho samo 
neighborhood. Go where you would 
in tho States you will meet Canadians, 
and it was evidont thoro was a con- 
stant emigration from this Dominion. 
Tho only way to stop that was to opon 



up tho splendid country in tho North - 
Wsafc and let our emigration flow there 
and to British Columbia. In a recent 
speech Mr. Disraeli alluded to tho co- 
lonial policy of former Administrations 
in England as "that narrow, sordid, 
creeping policy which had govornod 
England's relations with her colonies 
so long." There could bo no bettor 
words to doscribo tho policy advocated 
by some hon. goutlemen opposito.who 
undervalued tho resources of British 
Columbia. That Provinco was larger 
than Ontario and Quoboc put together, 
and possessed not only coal and iron 
which fitted her for a great manufac - 
turing Provinco, but also other valu- 
able minerals and inexhaustible forests 
of the finest timber. But tho great 
vajuo of British Columbia to tho Do- 
mipion was, it gave Canada a frontage 
on tho Pacific Ocpau^ With that, and 
a frontage on tho Atlantic, the Domin- 
ion could stretch forth two hands to 
grasp tho commerce of tho world. 
Few pooplo who had not been on tho 
Pacific coast could imagine the enor- 
mous development of trado there with- 
in tho last fow years. An Austrian 
Commissioner, in a book recently pub- 
lished, remarked: — "The Pacific Ocean 
is the gigantic page on which is writ- 
ten tho future histoiy of tho race." If 
hon. gontlomen opposite who talked of 
repudiation and allowing British Col- 
umbia to go, could have their way, he 
(Mr. Roscoo) could imagine a future 
generation calling down the bitterest 
curses on tho memory of those men 
whoso sordid, creeping policy had lost 
to Canada the only thing which could 
make a great nation of this Dominion. 



THE RAISING OF THE VAN- 
GUARD.

The London "Standard" sayB: "The 
attempt to raise tho Vanguard is now 
on the eve of being|made,but some pre- 
liminary arrangements are still neces- 
sary before it can bo commenced. The 
advertisement for tenders on the part 
of the Lords of the Admiralty, in De- 
cembor last elicited more than four 
hundred and fifty replies, and a con- 
tract for raising 'tho vessel has been 
entered into with a French civil engi- 
neer who has for a considerable time 
been a resident in England. The me- 
thod he proposes to adopt is as fol- 
lows: Caissons aro to bo used having 
measurement of ten foot in diameter 
and eleven feet in length. They are 
to be provided with two rings at the 
top and bottom, and to oach of the 
lower rings but there will be about two 
feet of chain, having a hook attached. 
These chains and hooks aro to be used 
to faciliato tho attaching progress to 
tho Vanguard. Tho contractor intends 
to attach caissons to auy good hold- 
fast, such as port -holes, ic, and aa 
the ship is now lying on her starboard 
side at an angle of about 70 ° , he fur- 
ther intends to right her, and to pass 
a chain round her, going under her 
stern-posts, aud joining so as to make 
a cradle. The chain he will attach to 
tho caissons. In tho interior of the ship, 
about two thousand air balloons will 
be placed, each having a lifting power 
in water of one ton. The first work 
of the divers below water will be to at- 
tach the caissons by the chains to the 
vessel, until a sufficient number of 
caissons has been lowered to float the 
ship. Of course she will only rise 
gradually, ho the contractor intends to 
draw her to shallow wator, and when 
he has brought hor sixty feet, or 
thoreabouts, from tho level of the sea 
to her keel he will lowor a iloating 
dock and catch hor. The method has 
never been tried in practiso, and we 
hope that it may prove successful. The 
caissons are to bo mado of iron, as 
they aro to have air pumped into them 
to three atmospheres, so as to coun- 
terbalance the pressure of the water. 
The operations will be carried on with 
groat difficulty, as it is very dark at 
the depth of nineteen fathoms. How- 
ever, it is intended to try electric 
lights as woll as submarine lamps. In 
November tho Vanguard was eight 
feot six inches in tho sand, and since 
then wo understand that more sand 
has drifted ro und her. 

Effect ot Light 

Dr. Mooro, tho metaphysician, thua 
speaks of tho effect of light on body 
and mind: 

A tadpole confined in darkness 
would never become a frog; aud an in- 
fant deprived of Heaven's free light 
will only grow into a shapoless idiot, 
instead of a beantiful and reasonable 
boing. Honco, iu tho deep, dark 
gorges and ravines of tho Swiss Valais, 
where tho direct sunshine nover reach- 
es, tho hideous provalonco of idiocy 
startles tho travolor. It is a strange, 
melancholy idiocy. Many porsons are 
incapablo of artioulato speech; some 
are deaf, some aro blind, somo labor 
undor all these privations, and all aro 
mishapon in almost overy part of the 
body. I beliovo thero is in all places, 
a markod difference in tho healthiness 
of houses according to their aspect in 
rogard to tho sun; and thoso aro decid- 
edly tho healthiest, other things boing 
equal, in which all tho rooms are, 
during somo part of tho day, fully ex- 
posed to tho direct light. Epidomios 
attack inhabitants on tho shady side 
of tho stroot, and totally exempt thoso 
ou the other side; aud oven in opide- 
mics such as aguo tho morbid influ- 
ence is often thus partial in its labors.
